Others have not had the chance

from Greek sources which tell of 
horrible tortures and mutilations and 
wholesale executions. Large numbers 
of Greek soldiers have been decapi- 
tated, they say, and other forced 
into sacks and thrown into the sea. 
Allegations of having served in the 
Greek army bring death to the* Ar- 
menians, and women and children 
are being put to the sword. 


Estimates -of the number killed 


vary greatly, and the latest Athens 
dispatch quotes an American relief 
worker as declaring that up to Thurs- 
day morning there has been ,120,000 
victims.

previous reports placed the number 
of dead from 1,000 to 2,000.
